BRIEF HISTORY 
It has been the common cus- 


~ tom to hold an Annual Assem- 


bly of the Churches of God 
since January 26 to 27, . 1906, 
which is the date of the con- 


vening of the first Annual As- 
sembly in-the home of J. C. 
Murphy, Cherokee County, 


North Carolina. From the rec- 
ords this appears to have been 
a very brief session of only two 
days in which some constructive 
measures appear to have been 
considered. 

The second Assembly con- 
vened at Union Grove, Bradley 
County, Tennessee, January 9- 
13, 1907. The third Assembly 
convened January 8-12, 1908, 
and has continued its annual 
sessions in this city ever since 
that time with the exceptions 
of the two Assemblies held at 
Harriman, Tennessee. . 

The time for the convening 
of the Annual Assemblies for- 
merly was during the first or 
second week of the month of 
January, up to and including the 
8th Annual Assembly 1913, the 
Ninth Assembly being held 
November 4-9, 1923. The cus- 
tomary time ever since has been 
during the last days of October 
or the first of November. The 
19th Annual Assembly convened 
October 29th to November 4th. 
The 20th Annual Assembly _is 
expected to convene in this city 
October 19 to 25 inclusive. 

The 19th Annual Assembly 
above referred to has gone 
down on the pages of history as 
one of the greatest in all the 
history of the church. There 
was estimated to be 2500 peome 
in attendance, approximately 
2100 registered. 

Hundreds who were in at- 
tendance will agree with me 
that it was really beyond de- 
scription. God’s approval seemed 
to be on every move. The 
speakers all seemed to be es- 
pecially anointed for the oc- 
casion. The power of God was 
demonstrated ina marvelous 
way in the healing for both soul 
and body. Many who were in 
attendance, made the remark, 
when they were bidding us fare- 
well that they were then starting 
for the next Assembly, thus ex- 
pressing their intention of at- 
tending the 20th Annual Assem- 
bly, that will soon be on. 

20th Annual Assembly of the 
Churches of God bids fair to 
exceed any previous Assembly. 

Many have asked us the ques- 
tion, “Do you expect a large at- 
tendance this year?” Our reply 
to this has been invariably that 
it looks as though the awful 
drought, shortage of crops, and 
financial depression might hin-

elders seventy special elders. He 


was to be sure that those se-| 


lected were really elders, not. 
that they were old men, but el- 
ders, because of qualification. 

There were already twelve 
patriarchs, leaders of the twelve 
tribes, but this was not enough 
for counsel, so God had him se- 
lect the seventy, God being the 
Chief Head, working through 
Moses and he through the el- 
ders to the people. , “ 

Do you see anything In this? 
Yes you do, this is God’s govern- 
inent for the Church. 

This also is prefigured in the 
twelve wells and the seventy 
palm trees. These palm trees

After 
Paul tells of all these events, he 
declares that allthese things 
happened for examples and ad- 
monition to us, upon which the 
ends of the world are come. 1 
Cor. 10. Yet some will insist 
that we have nothing to do with 
the Old Testament, that we 
have to deal only with the New 
Testament. If this be true why 
did Jesus, Paul and others con- 
tinually refer to the Old Testa- 
ment? Paulin preaching about 
speaking with other tongues 
said, It is written; he had ref- 
erence to Isaiah 28:11. 

You say, ““‘We have no apos- 
tles today, they are dead.” This 
is true, we have no_ apostles, 
neither are we to have any in 
the Church today. The office 
of apostle ceased when the ap- 
ostles died, but Peter said that 
he was also an elder. The of- 
fice of elder did not cease when 
the apostles died, but exists to 
this day. 

Since the twelve were ap- 
pointed apostles, they were al- 
so termed elders and in that 
sense they are to continue to- 
day. 

So we have them in perfect 
harmony with the Bible and any 
thing short of this is positively 
not Bible doctrine. .God put His 
approval on the appointment of 
the twelve and seventy. 

What benefit are the twelve 
and the seventy? The wise man 
says they are for safety. So I 
want to continue on the safe 
side, don’t you? 

God’s approval is on the 
twelve and seventy today as 
much so as the day they were 
appointed, Let us continue the 
Bible way.
